A further statement has been iss to the

Press by the Engineering and the 
Employers’ Federations, 
Engineers’ Association belongs, in connection 
with the existing engineering dispute. 

The statement points out that the agreement 
which the Engineering and National Employers’ 
Federations entered into with the Amalgamated 
Engineering Union in September, 1920, is on 
identical 1 with agreements which were 
entered into between a Federations and the 
Ama Society of Engineers, now 
Amalgamated Engineers’ Union, in 1898 and 
1907, the only essential difference being , that 
the maximum hours to be worked on over. 
time in any four weeks were reduced from 40 
to 32 in 1907, and to 30 in 1920. 

The agreement was balloted upon by the 
members of the A. E. U. and accepted, Im- 
mediately following the acceptance Execu- 
tive Council of the A. E. U. issued imstructions 
stating that the ement implied thet 
although certain overtime had been a to 
in the national t, overtime sg ir a 
be permitted unless the representatives 


agreed to it. 
Such an interpretation, 


was not implied in the 
1907, and the right of 9 — those 
agreements had not been 1 „and, ae 
facto, there could have been no question, at 
such a provision was understood in the agtee- 
ment of September, 1920. 

It became clear in November, 1921, that it 
was not merely a question of overtime that 
was involved, but a basic principle~namely 
a direct effort on the t of the union to have 
the right of controlling managerial functions 
and the right of vete.

He offers 
us two safeguards, In the ‘first place, we 
must infer from his language that he has 
received, absolute assurances that the 
Provisional Government, in framing the 
Constitution, will keep it strictly within 
the letter and spirit of the Treaty. In 
the next place, “the Provisional Govern- 
ment recognisé that they will have to take 
steps to satisfy themselves that the Con- 
stitution is of a character that the. British 
Government can accept. In other words, 
the electors of Southern Ireland will not 
be forced to impale themselves on either 


horn of a fatal dilemma. 
The friends of peace can breathe more 


freely; but the next three months will 
furnish a severe test of their courage and 
patriotism. The Provisional Government 
has secured some advantages at a price 
which was—Mr. Churchill tells: us—not 
so heavy as we had feared. During these 
critical months it will not be hampered 
by Dail Eireann; and, as a result of the 
Dublin Mansion House truce, the elections 
are likely to be held with a “ mintmum 
of intimidation.” We hope that Mr. 
Churchill’s forecast of the Dail's atti- 
tude will be confirmed at its session 
which begins to-day. Nevertheless, in the 
most favourable circumstances, the period 
between the passing of the Free State 
(Agreement) Bill and the elections, which 
are now deferred until June, will be a 
very trying and anxious time for 
the Provisional Government. The Re- 
publicans will attack it in the country. 
They will embarrass the framing of the 
Constitution by every possible device. In 
all probability they will pour the fiercest 
criticism on Mr. Churchill's second safe- 
guard. In the meanwhile the Provisional 
Government will be. burdened with the 
complicated task of national admihistra- 
tion. Fortunately, the early passing of 
the Free State Act will relieve it of many 
troubles. Hitherto it has held office with 
scant resources and with no real authority. 
The Act will make it @ genuine Govern- 
ment and, as we presume, will enable it 
to enter into full control of the revenue 
and taxes of Southern Ireland. 

During the next three months the 
friends of peace will have one clear duty. 
Whether they be Unionists or Nation- 
alists, they must support the Provisional 
Government’s efforts to administer 
public affairs and to “carry the Treaty 
through in its integrity.’’ It is the force 
of national opinion, and that force alone, 
which will ensure a healthy atmosphere 
for the coming elections. The issue must 
bé held steadily and calmly before the 
country; for every effort will be made 
to confuse it, The Provisional Govern- 
ment, too, has an urgent duty at this 
crisis. It must not be less active than 
its enemies in the campaign which will 
decide the whole future of the Irish 
people. In the coming weeks the case for 
the Treaty must be expounded in all the 
constituencies of Southern and Western 
Lreland. The naked issue—the choice 
between peace and war, between pros- 
perity and ruin—musi be so driven home 
to the mind of every elector that, how- 
ever he may choose to vote, he will vote 
at least with a full senso of his responsi- 
bility. If the Treaty gets a fair chance, 
we shall have few fears for the result. 
We believe that the Lenten Pastorals of 
the. Roman Catholic Hierarchy express 
the hopes and wishes of the vast majority 
of Irishmen. We believe, with Dr.

America’s Airships. 


Prominent American financiers who 
are interested in aviation have iormed 
a huge company to employ the air for 
commercial purposes ‘ihe new concern 
is called the “ General Air Sérvice,” and 
has a very large backing of capital. 
The first line of - service will link 
Chicago with New York. If this should 
prove to be a success, ambitions schemes 
are in view for the extension of this line 
to the Pacific and the establishment of 
further lines to, Europe and South 
America. The first airships which will 
be used in ihe new service are in course 
of construction and are expected to be 
teady before the summer of next year. 
They are being manufactured in Germany 
under the expert supervision of German 
“eronautical engineers, but they will be 
assembled in America. German engineers 
also are being engaged to plan the routes 
which the airships will take. In the view 
of the German expert who is in charge of 
the work it is likely that a considerable 
portion of the Zeppelin industry of Ger- 
many will be carried later to American 
soil. Hitherto America’s apprenticeship 
in the navigation of the air has been 
singularly unfortunate. R 8

Somebody 
starts to push his way through the crowd, 
and while the exasperated people on whose 
feet” he is treading are protesting with 
some heat, their pockets are being emptied 
by his comfederates, Dublin is not free 
from these liglii-finge ved gentry, one of 
whose most remunerative pitches is the 
vicinity of the Nelson Pillar after dusk.

It is always worth while chaucing a “free” 
double if there appears to be just about an even 
chance whether the contract is defeated or not. 
This follows from the fact that the doubler 
1s penalised for failure by 50 points per trick, 
whereas the bonus for success is 100 points per 
trick.

Nevertheless it has its » se Bar tel The 
partner may happen to have so poor a hand 
that, except at a certain loss, he is unable to 
cail some suit to save the game and bonus. 
This may seldom happen, and so the question 
arises whether the risk involved is worth the 
information impartea. 

It is considered a very mild risk to call “ one 
no trump” after a suit cail, although no stopper 
in that suit is held Thus, the ‘fourth player 
need not. hesitate to declare one no trump with- 
out. assurance from bis partner. However. if 
the dealer's call is in hearts or spades, it is 
inadvisable to double in the first round, because 
by concealing the strength a satisfactory score 
above the line may be achieved if the opponents 
allow themselves to be “ pushed up.”

Professor Lloyd-Jones lectured before the 
National!

After emphasising the beuefit derived by a 
people from the singing of its national music, 
the lecturer denoted some landmarks in the 
history ot Welsh music, and impressed upon 
his audience the pace in ascertaining the 
of such factors ; 
titles and of siructure. ee 

He thea questioned the claim of the minor 
mode to he considered as the main characteristic 
of Celtic songs, and went on to deal with the 
migration of songs aud the difficulty of deciding 
their ultimate nationality. He denies the state- 
ments by English musicians that many of the 
sougs in the earliest collections were English 
on the ground of Fr of publication in 
England, and argued that this, in itself, was 
insufficient evidence. 

* * - * 

Thereupon he dealt with the importance of 
defining the essential characteristics of national] 
melodies, show the great difference 
in the nature of Welsh harp-melodies, ballad- 
tunes, and folk songs. 

In the latter, he said, were evident their 
simple lyrical qualities, the revalence of 
ancient modes and scales, especially the-Dorian 
and Mixo-Lydian, the absence of irregularities 
in final cadence, ihe re-iteration of the final 
note of a cadence, and the so-called Celtic 
“snap.”

SIGNOR ESPOSITO'S 
ORCHESTRA. 


There was a pleasant variety in the pro- 
gramme performed by Signor Esposito's 
orchestra at the Royal Dublin Society yester- 
day. String orchestra recitals, as a rule. be- 
come monotonous, because it is so difficult to 
find modern music written for strings without 
wind instruments. i Esposito not only 
gave a very interesting programme, but intro- 
duced the welcome innovation of giving soloists 
a chance of playing with the orchestra. 

The first item on the programme was the 
concerta grosso in C minor Geminiani, whieh 
was played with excellent rhythm and balanee 
of tone. It was interesting to hear that work, 
for Geminiani was connected with 18th century 
Dublin, He was selected for the post of con- 
ductor to the Viceroy's band. It is su 
that, owing to Horace Walpole, who objected to 
the appoiniment on the score of Geminiani 
bemg a Roman Catholic, he never came, but 
sent over his pupil, Dubourg. Geminiani and 
Dubourg certainly advanced the art of string 
playing in England and Ireland both from a 
technical ard a musical point of view. 

All that impetuosity and vitality that are so 
characteristic of Geminiani’s compositions were 
very well brought out yesterday, especially in 
the two allegro movements of the concerto. 
Next came the Ballet from Orfeo,” by Gluck, 
the Corneille of the French music drama. The
